Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  1925.  It  is  made  in 
accordance  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  which 
are  prescribed  within  the  duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Port  was  permanently  constituted  a Port  Sanitary  District 
by  the  Local  Government  Board,  May  9th,  1883. 


I— Constitution  of  Port  Sanitary  Authority  : — 

“ The  Port  Sanitary  Authority  is  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and 
Buigesses  of  the  Borough  of  Newport,  acting  by  the  Council. 
It  discharges  Port  functions  in  waters  abutting  upon  the  Magor 
and  St.  Mellons  Rural  Sanitary  Districts  in  addition  to  the 
Newport  Urban  Sanitary  District.” 


H. — Limits  of  Jurisdiction  : — 

“ The  whole  of  the  Port  of  Newport  (Order  May  9th  1883) 
By  the  Treasury  Warrant,  dated  December  20th,  1847,  the  limits

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NEWPORT  is  the  nearest  South  Wales  Port  to  the  Midlands. 


NEWPORT  gives  direct  transit  to  and  from  alongside  steamers,  as 
the  steamship  berths  are  rail  connected.  This  not  only 
reduces  handling  to  a minimum,  but  also  keeps  down 
the  charges.

The  number  of  American,  Japanese,  Jugo  Slav,  Latvian, 
Russian  and  Roumanian  vessels  inspected  were  too  small  to  be 
included  in  this  table. 


This  table  bears  out  the  experience  of  previous  years.  Nor- 
wegian, Swedish  and  Dutch  vessels  have  uniformly  been  the  cleanest 
whilst  Greek,  Italian  and  Portuguese  vessels  have  been  the  most 
insanitary  of  those  visiting  this  port. 


The  fact  that  the  forecastles  and  berths  were  dirty  on  223  of  the 
vessels  inspected,  clearly  demonstrates  that  there  is  a lack  of  systematic 
supervision  on  the  part  of  the  officers  and  lack  of  cleanliness  on  the 
part  of  the  men  in  reference  to  the  living  quarters.  One  or  two 
dirty  men  can  render  the  living  conditions  of  the  other  men  very  object- 
ionable. This  can  only  be  prevented  by  better  discipline  in  such 
matters.  Officers  have  complained  that  the  authorities  do  not  support 
them  in  their  endeavours  to  insist  upon  the  men  carrying  out  their 
obligations  in  keeping  their  quarters  clean. 
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There  were  also  122  vessels  with  choked  foul  water  closets.  The 
antiquated  and  objectionable  trough  closets  which  aie  still  so  common 
on  vessels  are  largely  responsible  for  this.  Pan  closets  and  adequate 
flushing,  combined  with  proper  supervision  by  the  officers,  would 
result  in  a great  improvement  in  this  respect.  59  verminous  quarters 
were  also  discovered.  Systematic  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  officeis 
and  co-operation  by  the  men  would  greatly  reduce  the  percentage  of 
verminous  quarters  on  vessels.  There  are  chemical  prepai- 
ations  available  now,  which,  when  sprayed  into  crevices,  etc.,  at 
regular  intervals,  are  very  useful  in  (destroying  bugs,  fleas,  etc.,  but 
prevention  is  better  than  attempts  at  curing  these  nuisances.  One 
verminous  man  will  soon  infect  the  living  quarters. 

“ Sack  ” disinfectors  which  can  be  worked  from  steam,  which 
is  always  available  on  steam  driven  vessels,  are  inexpensive  and  they 
will  rapidly  and  effectively  destroy  vermin.  If  all  new  members  of 
a crew  on  a clean  vessel  were  given  a disinfectant  bath  and  their 
effects,  disinfected  in  a sack  disinfector  on  joining  the  vessel,  living 
quarters  could  be  kept  clean  in  this  respect.  It  is  frequently  not 
the  fault  of  the  men  that  they  and  their  effects  are  verminous  when 
joining  a new  vessel  under  present  conditions. 

It  would  greatly  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  men  generally  if 
combined  efforts  were  made  by  the  officers  and  men  to  prevent 
quarters  becoming  verminous.  If  such  means  were  provided  by  the 
ship  owners  to  prevent  quarters  becoming  verminous  the  men  could 
not  then  complain  if  such  nuisances,  arose  owing  to  lack  of  use  of  the 
preventive  measures  at  their  disposal.  The  remedy  lies  in  mutual 
action  by  the  owner  and  the  crew. 


HYGIENE  OF  NEW  VESSELS. 

It  is  more  than  regrettable  that  new  vessels  are  still  being  built 
with  very  unsatisfactory  quarters  for  the  men.  Lack  of  interest  in 
the  matter  on  the  part  of  the  owners  and  designers  with  lack  of 
common  sense  and  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  Elygiene  in  addition 
on  the  part  of  the  latter  is  evidently  responsible  for  this. 

For  instance,  on  a new  vessel  recently  launched  for  a South 
Wales  firm,  the  following  conditions  were  found  ; The  men's  quarters 
were  situated  in  the  forcastle  forward,  against  the  advice  (but  not 
the  insti uction)  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  The  spaces  were  cramped. 

A squaie  space  midships  had  been  taken  out  of  the  space  available 
for  sleeping  quarters,  for  the  erection  of  a Petty  Officers  cabin  and 
wash  house,  which  was  actually  used  as  a store  room  for  ships  store- 
This  arrangement  cramped  the  men’s  quarters  seriously  and  made  the 
quarters  very  angular,  inconvenient,  unsuitable,  and'  uncomfortable 
for  the  men.  Very  defective  light  was  provided  by  three  9in  port  holes 
whilst  the  cots  were  fixed  against  the  ships  sides,  which  areailv 
obstructed  the  available  light,  ^ 
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The  forepart  of  the  starboard  quarters  had  no  portholes  or  other 
lighting,  which  evidently  contravened  the  Board  of  Trade  regulations. 
There  were  two  men’s  bunks  just  inside  the  entrance  which  were 
exposed  to  weather  conditions  : when  the  door  was  open  this  was  a 
most  draughty  and  exposed  position  for  bunks:  during  bad  weather. 

The  application  of  a little  common  sense  and  knowledge  of  marine 
hygiene  would  have  resulted  in  far  better  living  quarters,  although 
the  quarters  had  been  erected  in  the  forecastle.  Much  better  quarters, 
however,  could  have  been  provided  if  the  poop  had  been  used  instead 
of  the  forecastle.  Some  European  countries  insist  upon  the  men 
being  accommodated  in  the  poop,  and  where  British  vessels  are  sold 
to  shipowners  in  such  countries  they  insist  upon  the  removal  of  the 
men’s  quarters  to  the  poop,  but  the  British  Board  of  Trade  merely 
advise  the  provision  of  crew’s  quarters  in  the  poop  in  preference  to 
the  forecastle. 


In  previous  reports  I have  drawn  attention  to  the  higher  standards 
of  Hygiene  in  reference  to  crew’s  quarters  which  have  been  adopted 
and  insisted  upon  by  some  Foreign  Maritime  countries. 

The  following  is  an  illuminating  illustration  of  this.  The  s.s 
“R.T.”  was  built  in  1914  and  was  owned  until  recently  by  a Souch 
Wales  firm.  She  had  passed  the  Board  of  Trade  survey  periodically 
until  1925,  when  the  vessel  was  sold  to  a Swedish  firm.  On  arrival 
at  Stockholm  the  following  improvements  were  immediately  carried 
out  : in  the  sailors’  quarters  the  cots  at  the  side  of  the  vessel  in  the 
poop,  which  obstructed  the  lighting  of  the  quarters,  were  removed 
and  placed  midships  and  athwartships.  The  bare  iron  surface  was 
entirely  sheathed  withi  wood  to  prevent  sweating  and  dampness. 

Additional  side  ports,  a deck  prism  and  a deck  ventilator  were 
also  fixed  in  the  sailors’  quarters,  together  with  four  wardrobe  lockers 
and  seating  for  the  men. 

A waste  space  in  the  steerage  at  the  foot  of  the  gangway  from 
entrance  scuttle  was  converted  into  two'  comfortable  mess  rooms  for 
the  sailors  and  firemen  (previous  to  transfer  to  the  Swedish,  the  men 
had  had  no  mess  rooms). 

The  Bos’un’s  berth  was  fitted  with  a side  port,  deck  prism  and 
deck  ventilator. 


Firemen’s  Quarters — , 

The  partition  between  the  donkeyman’s  berth  and  the  fii  emen  s 
sleeping  quarters  was  taken  down  and  the  extra  space  was  added  to 
the  latter.  One  additional  deck  prism  was  put  in  to  improve  the 
lighting  and  another  deck  ventilator  was.  fixed  to  improve  the  venti- 
lation, and  six  wardrobe  lockers  and  seating  was  provided  for  the  use 
of  the  firemen.  The  cots  were  removed  from  the  ship  s side  and 
placed  midships  and  athwartships. 
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In  the  new  mess  rooms:  were  fitted  crockery  and  food  lockers, 
tables  and  seating  and  two  Sin.  deck  lights  and  a deck  ventilator  was 
provided  in  the  scuttle  head.  All  deck  cowls  were  replaced 
by  larger  ones.  The  whole  of  the  quarters  were  fitted 

with  steam  radiators  and  were  painted  white  instead  of  the  daak 
colour  which  had  previously  been  used  and  which  renders  badly 
lighted  quarters  darker  and  more  depressing. 

A store  room  on  deck  was  converted  into  a wash  house  for  the 
men,  and  was  fitted  with  four  basins  in  wood  framework. 


A water  service  was  fitted  in  the  W.C.  s from  the  deck  seivice 
pipe.  Hand  flushing  only  was  available  previously. 

In  each  of  the  Officers.’  and  Engineers’  cabins  an  8 inch  glass 
prism  was  fitted  in  the  deck  above  to  improve  the  lighting  of  each 
room. 


The  Swedish  Authorities  evidently  considered  that  the  British 
standard,  as  illustrated  on  the  above  vessel,  was  a very  unsatisfactory 
one. 


Britian  was  the  pioneer  among  the  nations  in  Marine  Hygiene- 
hut  “ICHABOD.” 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Table  IV.  contains  a record  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  which 
occurred  on  vessels  during  the  voyage  or  after  arrival  at  Newport : 
Malaria,  20;  Phthisis,  6;  Smallpox,  2;  Typhoid  Fever,  1;  Chicken 
Pox,  1;  Pneumonia,  2.  The  latter  were  removed  to  Wooloston 
House  and  one  case  of  Malaria  was  removed  to  the  Royal  Gwent 
Hospital. 


VENEREAL  DISEASES.

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The  number  of  patients  examined,  both  British  and  Foreign,  was 
less  than  during  1924,  when  the  figures  were  101  and  74  respectively. 


The  Nationality  of  the  foreigners  examined,  with  the  number 
that  proved  positive  in  brackets,  were  : — Norwegians:  10  (8),  Spanish 
7 (4),  Greek  4 (3),  Swedish  3 (3),  French  2 (1),  Russian  2(1)  Arab 
2 (1)  and  one  each  of  the  following  nationalities  .-—German,  Finn, 
Danish,  Japanese,  Dutch  and  Italian. 


The  Book  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  supplied  to  each 
seaman  patient,  to  ensure  continuity  of  treatment  at  other  ports. 


The  attendances  made  per  patient,  arranged  according  to  nation- 
ality, were  as  follows: — British  (white)  4.8  (coloured)  4.6,  and 
Foreign  3 per  patient. 

The  British  Government  was  the  first  to  institute  free  treatment 
for  Venereal  Diseases  for  all  classes — other  nations  have  now 
followed  their  lead,  mainly  I understand,  through  the  efforts  of  the 
Government. 

A perusal  of  the  list  of  Foreign  Ports  where  treatment  is  avail- 
able at  Venereal  Disease  Clinics  shows  that  the  facilities  for  free 
treatment  in  the  British  Isles  and  on  the  Continent  of  Europe  are 
far  superior  to  those  provided  in  the  United  States  Ports.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  richest  country  in  the  world  will  soon  provide 
equal  facilities  for  treatment  to  Foreign  Seamen  visiting  their  Pores 
to  those  provided  for  American  Seamen  visiting  British  and  other 
European  Ports. 

DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS. 

Close  attention  is  being  paid  to  this  important  work ; apart  from 
the  danger  of  the  spread  of  the  plague  by  rats  and  their  Heas,  rats 
are  a source  of  serious  nuisance  on  board  vessels,  and  they  consume 
or  damage  both  food  and  edible  cargoes,  to  a serious  extent. 


The  methods  adopted  for  destroying  rats  are  fumigation  by 
sulphur,  trapping,  ferretting  and  baiting.  Hydrocyanic  Acid  Gas  has 
not  yet  been  used  at  Newport,  as  sulphur  has  been  found  suitable  and 
effective  for  cargo  vessels,  less  expensive  and  safer  for  those  carrying 
out  the  work. 


The  rat  is  undoubtedly  a most  objectionable  animal,  but  he  is 
decidedly  intelligent  and  versatile  in  meeting  the  attacks  of  his 
enemies,  as  the  following  experience  will  show.  A vessel  was 
recently  fumigated  previous  to  departure  for  the  United  States  and 
during  the  inspection  of  the  store  rooms  afterwards  by  the  rat  catcher 
he  found  a collection  of  loose  bits  of  sacking,  etc.,  at  the  entrance  to 


an  empty  space  between  a cupboard  and  the  door  of  the  room.  On 
removing  the  sacking  he  found  a number  of  rats  much  affected  by 
the  sulphur  fumes,  but  still  alive.  There  were  several  dead  rats  on  the 
door  of  the  room,  but  these  others  had  tried  to  protect  themselves 
from  the  gas  attack  by  carrying  or  dragging  bits  of  sacking  to  the 
front  of  the  space  under  the  cupboard  and  retiring  behind  this  extem- 
pore barricade.  53  dead  rats  were  discovered  in  this  storeroom 
after  a second  fumigation. 
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76  vessels  were  specially  inspected  for  the  presence  of  rats.  On 
twenty-two  vessels  1.058  rats  were  found  after  thorough  search, 
fumigation,  trapping  and  baiting.  46  certificates  were  issued  to 
masters  of  vessels  proceeding  to  American,  Spanish,  Australian  and 
other  ports,  certifying  the  absence  of  rats  on  the  vessels.  Fifteen 
vessels  were  fumigated  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

The  bodies  of  eight  rats  (5  black  and  3 brown)  from  aboard  ships 
from  Foreign  were  submitted  for  examination  for  the  presence 
of  Plague  with  negative  results ; one  rat  showed  evidence  of  parasitic 
disease  of  Liver. 

The  amount  received  for  deratisation  of  vessels,  and  its  super- 
vision amounted  to  £40  7s.  7d.,  and  £61  19s  .0d.  was  received  for 
certificates  issued  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  masters  of 
vessels  bound  for  American,  Spanish,  Australian,  and  other  ports. 


The  ratcatcher  employed  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  has  in 
addition  paid  special  attention  to  the  neighbourhood  of  the  docks, 
wharves,  river  banks,  and  warehouses,  and  refuse  tips  near  the 
docks  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  rat  population.  There  has 
been  a very  marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  rats  in  the  port. 


66,950  (97,700)  Poison  Baits  were  laid;  fumigation,  traps,  rat 
lime  and  dogs  and  ferrets  were  also  utilised  for  this  work.  4,929 
(6,583)  dead  rats  were  found  as  a result  of  these  efforts.  The  figures 
in  brackets  refer  to  1924.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Committee  : 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1925,  on 
the  following  subjects  : — 

I. — The  Inspection  of  Vessels.. 

IP — The  administration  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  “Landing 
of  Dogs  Order.” 

III.  — Foreign  Animals  Order. 

IV.  — Public  Health  Foreign  (Meat  and  Unsound  Food). 

V. — Vessels  from  Cholera,  Plague  and  Yellow  Fever  Infected 
Areas. 

VI. — Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

INSPECTION  OF  VESSELS. 

The  duties  are  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts,  1875,  which  enacts  that  a ship  when  in  the  district  of  a 
Local  Authority,  shall  be  dealt  with  as  a house  within  the  district 
(Section  110).  The  requirements  attended  to  included  cleanliness, 
light,  and  ventilation  of  living  spaces.  The  provision  of  clean  and 
suitable  vessels  for  water  supply.  The  provision  of  clean  and  suitable 
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storerooms  and  lockers  for  provisions.  Repairs  of  dilapidations, 
removal  of  effluvia  from  chain  lockers,  peaks,  holds,  limbers.,  bdgcs, 
water  closets,  and  the  cleansing  and  removal  of  refuse. 


Amongst  the  structural  defects  found  were  the  following  : — 

Insufficient  lighting  and  ventilation  of  crews  quarters.  The 
system  of  lighting  is.  quite  inadequate,  and  is  rendered  more  so  by  the 
placing  of  bunks  or  cots  (upper  and  lower  bunks)  against  the  ship 
sides,  and  thereby  obstructing  free  access  of  the  insufficient  light 
provided  to  all  parts  of  living  spaces.  Also  by  the  use  of  dark 
colour  paint  instead  of  white,  when  painting  the  spaces  out. 


Insufficient  table  and  seating  accommodation  in  crew’s  quarters 


Insufficient  storage  for  food,  this  applies  especially  to  weekly 
boats,  where  each  member  of  the  crew  provides  his  own  provisions. 


Defective  or  badly  constructed  “wood  cable  casings”  passing 
through  or  adjoining  living  spaces,  in  place  of  gas  tight  pipes. 


Hatchways  in  floors  of  men’s  quarters,  leading  to  peaks,  stores, 
or  lockers,  owing  to  which  ships  stores  and  gear,  etc.,  have  to  be 
taken  through  the  men’s  quarters. 

Dampness,  caused  by  condensation  of  moisture  on  bare  iron  sur- 
faces, from  leakage  through  decks,  side  ports,  and  hawse  pipes,  or 
drainage  from  chain  lockers  on  to  floor  of  men’s  quarters. 


Water  closet  accommodation  adjoining  quarters,  with  doors 
opening  against  or  directly  opposite  to  entrance  of  living  spaces,  or  in 
enclosed  ally-ways,  which  are  often  but  imperfectly  ventilated. 


During  the  year,  1,952  vessels  were  inspected,  of  these,  1,136  were 
British  and  816  were  Foreign.  273  vessels  were  found  to  have 
sanitary  defects  on  board,  610  revisits  were  made,  to  see  that  notices 
had  been  complied  with,  and  to  vessels  having  had  sickness  on  board, 
and  to  those  arriving  from  infected  areas.

QUAYSIDE  NUISANCES.

During  the  year  48  orders  were  issued  to  Officers  in  charge  of 
vessels  to  abate  nuisances  of  this  nature,  and  use  only  those  water 
closets  on  off  side  from  quay.

Public  Health  (Unsound  Food)  Regulations. 

Ex  Steamships  stored  in  warehouses  : — 

256  bags  =11  ton  6 cwt  potatoes  were  condemned  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption. 

112  tins  tomatoes  = 273  lbs  2 oz.  were  condemned  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption. 

3 tins  pineapple  = 6 lbs  were  condemned  as  unfits  for  human 
consumption.
